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LETTER OF SUBMITTAL

Dear Mk. Chairman: In anticipation of U,S, withdrawal from 
UN^CO in De<^mber 1984, we requested the Congressional Re- 
search Service of the Lihmry of Congress to assist us in evaluating 
the imj^ct of U.S. withdrawal on various international education- 
al, scientiHc, and cultural activities including the impact of U,S. 
business. We expected that such a stu^ would asdst the m>rk of 
our respective subcommitt^ in consi^ring the administration's 
fiscal year 1986-^ requests for contributions to the United Na- 
tions, its specialized agenda, and programs. 

The Congressional Research Service provided the subcommittees 
in early March a report attached herewith. This report was pre- 
pared by Ttay Copson, Lois McHugh^ and Joel Wol&nan of CRS* 
Foreign Affairs and National Defense IMvision and by Genevieve J. 
Knezo and Michael Itevey of the Science Policy Research Divi- 
son. The section on copyright was prepared at the requ^ of CRS 
by Patricia Lyons, Senior Attorney Advisor of the Library of Con- 
gress' Copyright Office. Lois MeHugh served as prqj«:t coordinator. 
Susan Andross of the Subcommittee on International Operations 
and Peggy Galey of the full committee ^aff worked with CRS to 
plan and advise on the report. 

The report has been useful to our hearings. Because it is a sub- 
ject potentially of inter^ to various groups of American scientists, 
educators, and social scientists, and should be useful to U.S. offi- 
cials as well as concerned citizens, we believe the CRS report 
should be printed and ciroilated. The questions raised in the rep ; 
itself were raised in the hearings held by the Suba>mmittee . 
International Operations and answers will app^ir in the printed 
hearing on U.S. assessed budgets for fi^^al year 1986. 

We hope you and other members will find the report helpful in 
considering the situation of the United States in UNeSCX).
